Enrollment For 
Two Semesters 
Hits 835 and 759 

Final enrollment figures for 
the fall term reached 835, 
according to Prof. Helen C, 
Criner, registrar, who said the 
freshman class consisted of 482 
full $nd part-time students while 
the sophomore class was 205. 
Special students totaled 148. 

Out-of-state students 
numbered 218 and came from 13 
different states and three 
foreign countries. 

Enrollment showed a slight 
drop for the second semester as 
759 students registered but in 
spite of the slight drop from the 
fall semester it displayed a gjain 
of 128 students over last 
spring’s registration.

With the graduation of Amie 
Kalbaugh this spring in the field 
of education at Potomac State 
College, came the end of a 
family tradition-which may 
prove to be a record at this 
junior college branch of West 
Virginia University. 

Amie’s father, Paul 
Kalbaugh, the principal of Elk 
Garden High School in Mineral 
County, and his seven children 
have all attended Potomac State 
College. Dr. A.G. Slonaker, 
dean of the college, said that he 
believes this to be a record 
attendance for one generation of 
a family. 

Mr. Kalbaugh enrolled at 
Potomac in 1931 at the height of 
the Depression Era. When he 
graduated, he transfered to 
Shepherd College, obtained his 
teaching certificate, and 
returned to Mineral County to 
teach in the fall of 1933. Many of 
the elementary schools, some of 
them of the one-room variety, 
where Mr. Kalbaugh began his 
career of 42 years in education, 
no longer exist. 

Mike's Run, Empire, and 
Right’s School were some of his 
first teaching assignments. He 
became principal of Emoryville 
School and then the Oakmont 
School. Then he tried coaching 
the Elk Garden High School 
basketball team and started a 
new era in his career. During 
the twenty-four years that he 
coached, he obtained a 65 per 
cent winning, record in 
basketball including some

thrilling victories over many 
larger schools in the state and a 
trip to the state tournament in 
1961.

He told each of his children 
that he expected them to finish at 
least two years of college. If 
they wanted to go further in 
education, it was their decision. 

The children took their 
studies seriously and all were 
honor students in high school. 
“The farm life in which they 
were raised was a great 
influence on their life," Mr. 
Kalbaugh said, ‘ ‘to this day none 
of my children smoke or use 
profanity . And they all like to 
return home to the farm as often 
as possible. They have always 
been a close family." 

Putting seven children 
through college meant a lot of 
hardships for the Kalbaughs. 
When Mr. Kalbaugh decided 


eacnofhis children would go to 
college, he sold his car and 
walked to work for over twenty 
years to help pay for their 
education. “All of the children 
worked during summers or on 
work-study programs at school 
to help out," he commented 
proudly. Mrs. Kalbaugh, in the 
meantime, had her hands full 
keeping house and taking care 
of her seven childf*en.

Former Member 
of Faculty Dies 
At Home May 2 

Prof. Livingston Hunter 
(Pink) Chambers, 67, a former 
Potomac State College faculty 
member, died May 2 at his 
residence, Ferry Farms, 
Annapolis, Md. 

Prof. Chambers came to 
Potomac State from WVU in 
1933 and taught mathematics 
until 1940. He taught at Marshall 
College, Huntington, until he 
volunteered with the U.S. Navy 
at the outbreak of World War II. 
After training at Boston, he 
was assigned to the U.S. Naval 
Academy in 1942. He rose to the 
rank of commander and during 
his 32-year teaching career at 
the Academy was voted the most 
popular professor.
